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ABSTRACT 

In this paper monotypic genera of angiosperms in Indian flora have been enumerated. The number of such 
genera amounts to 189. The family Poaceae has the maximum number (32) of monotypic genera. In this 
communication emphasis is laid on the conservation of monotypics, for if they are lost, we will loose them for 
ever. Hubbardia (Poaceae) is said to be facing extinction while Meeboldia has not been collected after the type 
collection. 


INTRODUCTION 

The term monotypic is self explanatory. A 
family is said to be monotypic if represented by 
a single genus with single species. Similarly a 
genus is monotypic when represented by Type 
species only. Indian Flora has many such genera. 
Out of these some are true monotypic e.g. 
Circaeaster, Adenoon, Ariopsis, Hemiphragma, 
while others are either due to segregation, 
reduction or nomenclatural changes. Thus when 
Ridsdale [Blumea 24 (2) : 361. 1978] segregated 
Khasiaclunea, Haldina and Diyaminauclea from 
tribe Naucleae, all the three genera became 
monotypic. On the other hand when Clayton 
IKew Bull 35 (4) : 816. 1981] reduced 
Ischnochloa to Microstegium, out went a 
monotypic genus. Pauella, Ougeinia, 
Normanboria etc. are some more examples of this 
kind. Certain anomalous species e.g. Senecio 
lavandulifolius, Boesenbergia longiflora, Aerva 
tnonsoniae, when studied critically, were found 
to be good enough to be assigned to a new genus 
and thus Pseudojacobaea, Curcumorpha and 
Trichuriella (Trichurus ) came into existence. All 
these genera are monotypic. Indopoa, 
Indobanalia, Jndopiptadenia, Neodistamon, 
Parakaempferia are some other examples. 

The monotypics deserve special attention 
from the conservation point of view because they 


represent taxa which if lost will be lost for ever. 
As is evident from the records, the monotypics 
like Kendrickia walkeri, Meeboldia selinoides, 
Meteoromyrtus wynaadensis, Hubbardia 
heptaneuron, Paracautleya bhatii, Seshagiria 
sahyadrica, etc. are endemic to India and are 
restricted to small areas. Some of them even have 
not been collected after their type collection. 
Many of these are endangered due to 
deforestation and habitat destruction. It is, 
therefore, desirable to conserve such taxa both in 
nature as well as in botanic gardens. 

The present list includes monotypic genera 
of angiosperms in Indian flora. As taxonomy is a 
matter of opinion and opinions differ, the list can 
never be final. For instance genera like Chukrasia, 
Oxyria, Sapria, Toddalia, Virgilea etc. are opined 
to have one or two species and hence are doubtful 
monotypics. Further the discovery of new species 
may also effect the list of monotypics. Bhidea is 
one such example. The discovery of Bhidea 
flscheri Sreekumar has caused the exit of the 
genus Bhidea from the list.
